“Just look at 
that doll we bought Susie for 
her birthday; arm off, dress 
torn and eyes poked out. Her 
buggy has a wheel off and her 
books are torn. I’m through 
buying things for her.” Another 
mother reports that her little 
son simply delights in smash¬ 
ing things. 

Thoughtful parents and 
teachers try to look a little 
deeper into children’s behavior 
and to understand why children 
do some of the things they do. 
Much destructiveness is acci¬ 
dental or results from the 
child’s lack of knowledge of 
values. It is all right to cut 
up old magazines but not a 
recent one. One may dig in one 
part of the yard, but digging 
in another brings scolding from 
mother. A child tosses a ball 
and just misses a lamp. Every¬ 
thing is fine. Next time he 
tosses the ball he doesn’t miss 
the lamp. The result is excited 
condemnation from mother and 
the child is labeled “destruc¬ 
tive.” 

Children who are over-stimu¬ 
lated often throw or break 
things in their wild excitement. 
Sometimes they deliberately 
destroy things because they are 
frustrated, angry or hurt. Some¬ 
times they destroy just to get 
attention. Since children under 
school age cannot be expected 
to exercise much judgment, it 
is well to prevent situations 
which result in destructiveness. 

1. Keep all weapons of de¬ 
struction out of reach of young 
children. Hammers, chisels, scis¬ 
sors or knives are not safe in 
little hands. 

2. Provide children with plen¬ 
ty of interesting and safe things 
to do; sand boxes, wagons, 
books, trucks, trains, materials 
for “playing house.” When 
there is adult supervision, 
children may use hammer and 
nails or garden tools in carry¬ 
ing out a project, but the su¬ 
pervising adult must be alert 
and never turn her back on 
children who are using such 
tools. A tent and some big 
boxes in the yard will keep 
them busy. 

3. If a child is throwing and 
breaking things in a fit of tem¬ 
per, put him where he cannot 
injure himself or property. 
Children who are given plenty 
of love and affection are less 
apt to feel hostile than those 
who are scolded or blamed too 
often. 

4. Enlist the help of the child 
in repairing damage. Most chil¬ 
dren are willing to clean up 
spilled articles or help mend 
torn and broken things if the 
adult will stop blaming and 
cooperate in the repair work. 

5. Most toys and books are 
poorly made and cost more than 
they are worth. There is little 
incentive in caring for play¬ 
things that break so easily. 
Fathers at nursery school make 
most of the play equipment 
themselves so that it will last. 


dreds of thousands to elect a 
senator or governor, many of 
those elected must be under 
great obligations to those who 
give or raise the money and 
the cases of Samish and others 
clearly show that those most 
liberal with campaign contribu¬ 
tions are the race tracks and 
the liquor interests.

Last word: If we don’t do 
something to limit the costs of 
running for office to figures 
within the reach of the average 
man we might as well change 
the spelling from politics to 
politricks. 


Now the primary is over, I 
wish to assert once more that 
if we really want purity in poli¬ 
tics we are going to have to 
adopt laws governing campaign 
expenses something like those 
in England. In England a rich 
man and a poor man running 
for the House of Commons must 
run on equal terms. Neither is 
he allowed to spend more than 
500 pounds, and no one else is 
allowed to spend for him. 

Each candidate is given half 
an hour of radio time and a 
limited franking privilege with¬ 
in his own district, so that each 
has equal chance to reach all 
the voters with his platform 
and his arguments — and no 
candidate can buy any more 
radio time nor distribute any 
more literature. All expendi¬ 
tures for any candidate must 
come from his own committee, 
which prevents the forming of 
fake committees — such a s 
Democrats for Knight, Repub¬ 
licans for Graves, etc.—which 
can spend a lot more money. 

Anyone who estimates the 
costs of printing, of billboards, 
of radio time, etc., knows that 
in this primary many times the 
annual salary the job pays was 
spent to win certain candidates 
their nominations. As this is 
written before the primary, I 
do not know who will be nomi¬ 
nated, so there is nothing per¬ 
sonal in that statement. But I 
feel those who will be elected 
to state and national legisla¬ 
tive bodies should pledge them¬ 
selves to work for laws which 
will keep us from developing 
a ruling class. 

It stands to reason that when 
from $30,000 up is spent to elect 
a man to a $15,000 job and hun-

GENERAL DEAN'S STORY. In 

spite of wide newspaper circu¬ 
lation already given General 
Dean’s experiences as as North 
Korean prisoner this full ac¬ 
count will be of interest be¬ 
cause of its chronological ar¬ 
rangement and additional de¬ 
trail. After some autobiographi¬ 
cal details the General relates 
his position at the beginning of 
the Korean war, the events that 
led to his being taken prisoner, 
the long period as a prisoner 
and his return to American 
forces in September, 1953. His 
book is a remarkable story of 
war and imprisonment. 

THE DOLLMAKER by Har- 
riette Arnow is a long char¬ 
acter novel already on the best 
seller list. Gertie Nevels, the 
mother of a Kentucky hill fam¬ 
ily, transplanted to Detroit dur¬ 
ing the war, struggles to save 
her family from the sordid, 
grasping life which surrounds 
them. Her husband, making a 
hundred dollars a week, dis¬ 
covers installment buying, the 
children are enthralled by 
radio, juke box and comic 
books. A labor strike which 
none of them understand idles 
her husband. Gertie carves and 
sells wooden dolls to feed her 
family . This act of wood carv¬ 


ing runs through the novel with 
meaning. She dreams of carv¬ 
ing Christ but is not able to 
find a face for the figure. In 
the end, which is rather incon¬ 
clusive, she realizes she will 
find a face to complete her 
carving.
